The Blanchard Riv er at Findlay 
crested at 5.6 feet abo v e flo o d 
lev el Wednesday night and then 
began to recede slo wly . At least 
six families were ev acu ated fro m 
their ho mes in Findlay , and sco res 
o f o thers left their ho mes fo r 
awhile bu t then retu rned when the 
fTo o dwaters began receding. Early 
to day the riv er was 4 .3 feet abo v e 
flo o d stage. 
Other streams in central Ohio 
are go ing back into their banks 
with so me dangero u s sp o ts o ccu r­ 
ring alo ng the Ohio Riv er as the 
flo o dwaters mo v e do wnstream.

PARIS ( A P ) — The De Gau lle 
go v ernment and France’s 200,000 
striking co al miners sq u ared o ff 
to day fo r what co u ld beco me 
a 
p ro lo nged test o f strength. 
A sp o kesman fo r the Go v ern­ 
ment threatened stern measu res 
if the miners did no t o bey Presi­ 
dent Charles de Gau lle’s back-to - 
wo rk draft o rder. 
The strike leaders sto o d firm. 
They said the miners will no t re­ 
tu rn to the p its u ntil the go v ern­ 
ment at least o p ens nego tiatio ns 
o n their demands. The go v ern­ 
ment said it will no t discu ss the 
wage and ho u r issu es u ntil wo rk 
resu mes. 
The miners seek an l l -p er cent 
bo o st in wages and a 4 0-ho u r 
week. The go v ernment is o ffering 
a 5 .7 -p er cent increase. 
One info rmed so u rce hinted that 
the go v ernment might o rder the 
arrest o f leaders o f the striking 
u nio ns and key mine p erso nnel 
fo r defy ing the draft o rder. With 
90 to 95 p er cent o f the co u ntry s 
co al miners o n strike, he co n­ 
ceded it wo u ld no t be p ractical 
to arrest all o f them.

Some Ohioans were still watch­ 
ing swollen rivers and streams, 
but the state’s flood situation ap­ 
peared much brighter today. 
At Athens, cut off from the out­ 
side world Tuesday when flood­ 
w a te r covered all outgoing high­ 
ways, the Hocking River was re­ 
ported slowly receding. 
The Highway Patrol there said 
it expected to have at least one 
major route (U.S. 33) open within 
a m atter of hours. 
Some 250 persons who fled their 
homes to escape the flood were 
being 
cared for at temporary 
shelters. 
More than 700 students at Ohio 
University remained in other cam­ 
pus buildings waiting for water to 
drain from the basements of their 
dormitories. 
The Blanchard River at Findlay 
crested at 5.6 feet above flood 
level Wednesday night and then 
began to recede slowly. At least 
six families were evacuated from 
their homes in Findlay, and scores 
of others left their homes for 
awhile but then returned when the 
floodwaters began receding. Early 
today the river was 4.3 feet above 
flood stage. 
Other streams in central Ohio 
are going back into their banks 
with some dangerous spots occur­ 
ring along the Ohio River as the 
floodwaters move downstream. 
An ice jam on the Ottawa River 
put three to four feet of water in 
the streets of the Putnam County 
community of Rimer, forcing evac­ 
uation of some families.

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP)—Don’t 
take it personally if you’re a tee 
totaler, but the state auditor says 
Ohioans spent an average of $24.72 
per person for liquor during the 
past year. 
Based on a 10.1 million popula­ 
tion figure for Ohio, consumption 
amounted to an average of 8.86 
pints per person, the state’s stat­ 
isticians figure. 
That’s a little more—23 cents— 
than was spent on the average in 
1961, and the increase in consump­ 
tion amounts to a little bit more 
than a shot per person. On the 
other hand, average expenditure 
in 1960 was $25.36 and average 
consumption of 9.29 pints.

FBI Chief Tells How Citizens Can Help Spot Soviet Spies

WASHINGTON (AP) — In this 
reason of the Soviet spy — when 
he United States is espionage 
arget No. I of Moscow—we might 
isk, “Who is a S o v i e t spy?” 
‘What does he look like?” “Does 
ie have a profile?” 
Many people, undoubtedly, have 
i definite image of a spy—per­ 
haps a good looking, Mata Har! 
:ype, rerdy to romantically de­ 
ceive, or a dire-faced fellow, in 
i long coat, racing up and down 
in alley. 


Nothing could be further from 1 
toe truth—for toe profile of a So­ 
viet spy today is that he has no 
profile! By this I mean it is not 
possible to set up any composite 
picture—because he is so differ­ 
ent, so varied. 
Here is his great danger to our 
national security! 
The spy may be old or young, 
man or woman, of any national j 
background, He may be highly 
educated or illiterate; he may be ' 
a doctor, dentist, stenographer, 
military man, government work­ 
er, sricntist or of any trade or 
profession; 
he 
may 
be highly 
trained as a spy or a neophyte; 
he may live in a cheap boarding 


house with no money in his pocket 
or reside in a swanky home. 
Harry Gold was a rather undis­ 
tinguished chemist from 
Phila­ 
delphia. His contact, Klaus Fuchs 
—who furnished data about Amer­ 
ica’s 
most 
valuable 
secret 
of 
World War II, the atomic bomb 
—was a highly competent, well­ 
educated scientist. Another Gold 
contact, David Greenglass, though 
not a scientist, was in an Array 
assignment at Los Alamos which 
enabled him to sketch the lens 
mold of the atomic bomb. Then 
there was David’s wife, Ruth. She 
didn’t actually commit espionage, 
but she helped solicit her husband 
to do his evil work. 


A typist, a file clerk or a char­ 
woman—any person who has ac­ 
cess to coveted industrial and 
scientific documents—can be valu­ 
able to the Russians. 
In one instance the Soviets de­ 
veloped a tech]’ic ai librarian in 
an industrial firm. Who else would 
have so many 
secrets at her 
fingertips? The Russians even fur­ 
nished cameras to clandestinely 
photograph documents. 
While the FBI was investigating 
toe Col. Rudolf Abel espionage 
case, we ran across the code 
name of “Quebec.” H e r e was a 
Russian agent. Who was he? Our 
investigation focused on an Army 
j sergeant previously assigned to 


the American Embassy in Mos­ 
cow. Compromised by a Russian 
girl in Moscow with whom he had 
an affair, this man became in­ 
volved in espionage. 
Then, like Col. Abel, there a r e 
deep-cover Soviet spies — native 
Russians, 
professionally 
trained 
in espionage, who enter the Unit­ 
ed Slates under false identifica­ 
tion papers. Col. Abel, for ex­ 
ample, posed as a photographer 
with a studio on the fifth floor of 
a Brooklyn building. He was an 
ordinary-looking fellow who would 
never command a second glance 
if you passed h.m on the street— 
yet he was a master Soviet spy 
Alter bis arrest, ton FBI found 


that his studio and hotel room 
were virtual museums of espion­ 
age 
equipment — cipher 
pads, 
shortwave radios, equipment for 
producing microdots. Located also 
were containers, such as coins, 
shaving brushes, tie clasps, which 
had been hollowed out for the pur­ 
pose of secreting espionage mes­ 
sages. 
This lack of a standard profile 
for a Soviet spy—bls apparent 
anonymity and propensity to 6e 
of many types—increases the task 
of toe FBI.

The nurse completed the paper 
work for admission “insisting on 
the presence of Eldene Stonerock 
when she knew Mrs. Stonerock was 
in advanced stages of labor, the 
suit noted. 
Stonerock alleges that under the 
circumstances an unreasonable de­ 
lay was incurred in completing the 
paper work. . . “and only after 
file f o r m a l completion of the 
paper work, was an attempt made 
by an employe of the hospital to 
notify the attending physician.’1 
The petition states that the 
baby was delivered by the nurse 
on duty without a “licensed phy- 
scian. . . end in so delivering 
Thomas Eugene Stonerock, the 
norse dropped the baby to the 
floor.” 
In seeking the $35,000, j u d g e 
ment, Stonerock lists these injur­ 
ies and damages; injuries to the 
tissues and blood vessel of the 
baby’s brain, including an inter-

Only 2,347 tags have been sold 
to date, according to Auditor Mar- 
vine Rhoades, this is about 1,000 
short of the number purchased by 
dog owners last year.

Parts of This Winter's Ills 


NEW YORK (AP)—Is there a 
new virus around? 
It surely seems so to thousands 
•f persons hit this winter by funny 
aches and pains and upsets, in­ 
cluding bloixiy noses blamed on 
“ the bloody virus.’’ 
Perhaps it’s true that brand 
new viruses have popped up, and 
might even start appearing at a ' 
faster rate, say s Dr. Robert Hueb ; 
ner of the National Institute of Al­ 
lergy and Infectious Diseases. 
Scientists only recently identl-, 
fled most of 120 or more viruses 
known 
to cause 
colds, 
fevers,« 
muscular aches and pains, diar­ 
rhea, cough* and runny noses—a 
great variety of mostly minor ail­ 
ments. 
Man is their target, and man 
has evolved and multiplied over 
thousands of y ears. 
Biologically 
speaking, 
viruses , 
had to evolve also—“They weren’t | 
aU present the day man was 
k ic k ^ out of paradise,” say s Dr. 
Huebner, director of the institute’s 
laboratory of infectious diseases 
in Bethesda, Md. 
Influenza viruses change or mu­ 
tate fairly frequently . 
.Any flu 
vaccine has to incorporate the 
strain of virus blazing up into an 
epidemic. 
Other respiratory and intestinal 
viruses also might be mutating 
during chain-reaction epidemics, 
reproducing more viruses in each 
person. 
Something could go amiss in the 
genetic assembly line so that a 
slightly different virus is produced 
from time to time. With more 
than three billion people in the 
world now, the chances could be 
greater that a new virus could 
tK>ear, Heubner explains. 
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There’* no w'ay y et to prove 
this. Peculiar illnesses this y ear 
could well be due to some old 
virus that hadn’t been active in 
recent y ears in y our locality 
This y ear, for example, in some 
eastern cities many people got

To illustrate my point, let me tell 
y ou about a rather ty pical case. 
One patient was a 
man in his 
early fifties who bad alway s seem 
ed to be in f a I r I y good health. 
One night, his wife roused the doc­ 
tor from bed. 
Her h u s b a nd 
was having a heart attack. The 
doctor felt that it really was an 
emergency call because in all the 
times he had seen the husband in 
his office for routine 
checkups, 
and these visits were few indeed, 
the doctor had never heard a com­ 
plaint from him. As it turned out, 
the doctor’s intuition was correct. 
Later, when the patient was well 
on his way to r e c o v e r y , the 
doctor questioned him closely . 
Had he had severe chest pains 
before? Yes. 
Had he ever complained about 
the pains? Yes. 
To whom? His wife. But neith­ 
er ever thought they were any ­ 
thing more than gas pains. 
When he had last come to the 
doctor’s office, why did he not tell 
the doctor about these pains? Well 
to tell the t r u t h , he was afraid. 
Afraid that he might be ordered 
to lead a less dissipating life, cut 
out smoking, may be give up act­ 
ive sports, give up drinking beer. 
Fortunately , the patient’s con­ 
dition was such, that by accepting 
moderation in his activities, he was 
not r e q u i r e d to give up very

much of any thing. But there

Per­ 
haps while having a cup of coffee 
with the family , the doctor might 
have heard Mama make a crack 
about Papa’s “gas” pains, might 
have asked a few more questions,

him at the office. 
Many times during a home visit 
a doctor learns as much or more 
from a spouse than from the one 
under examination. 
The ty pes of ailments are also 
quite ty pical of the new look In 
medical complaints. 
Before 
the 
advent of more scientific medical 
techniques 
and 
wonder 
drugs, 
many people who saw doctors were 
a c u t e l y ill with some organic 
ailment or serious infection. Not 
only is today ’s 
medical 
practice 
primarily in the office, but most 
of the ailments the 
doctor 
sees 
are either functional in nature or 
chronic, such as arthritis, heart 
disease, diabetes, and hy pertens­ 
ion. 
Thus, for mo.st patients, the doc­ 
tor’s problem is one of getting at 
the source of their fimcitonal dis­ 
orders so that he can teach them 
how to alter their way s of living 
or, in the case of the chronically 
ill, teach them how to live with 
their ailments. In 
either case, 
there is only one way the doctor 
can do his level best, and that is 
when the patient is completely 
honest and willing to discuss ail 
his problems with the doctor.

Citing noteworthy innovations in 
recent steel contracts, he told The 
Associated Press: 
“Collective bargaining kept pace 
with the times and still remained 
free in contracts negotiated with 
the basic steel, aluminum and can 
industries and, most recently, Kai­ 
ser Steel Corp. 
“The collective bargaining pre­ 
cess is being improved—by in­ 
ventiveness, rather than by mere 
tinkering with tho machinery.” 
To Wirtz and many others It 
seems clear that while the govern­ 
ment can and will—in Goldberg’s 
words—“assert unhesitatingly and 
at all times the national interest 
in labor-management disputes,” 
the decision whether collective 
bargaining will remain free, de­ 
pends on the wisdom and inven­ 
tiveness of union leaders and in­ 
dustry managers.

—births exceeding deaths. But In 
addition, half the state’s 88 count- 
es gained population through mi­ 
gration—more people moving in 
than moved out. 
This difference they call “net 
migration” and it puts a different 
face on the population picture. 
They explain that a loss through 
net migration means a county did 
not hold its natural gain, so the 
growth does not equal its natural 
increase. 
Hardin 
County, 
for 
example, 
had a natural increase of 3,662 
d u r i n g the 
decade. 
But the 
county’s population showed only 
960 more people in 1960 than in 
1950. The county lost 2,702 people 
through net migration. 
Forty-four counties gained pop­ 
ulation from net migration be­ 
tween 1950 and 1960. Thirty - six 
counties lost population, through 
net 
migration. 
Eight 
counties, 
mostly in southeast Ohio, lost ail 


through 
migration. 
These 
had 
fewer people in 1960 than in 1950. 
The counties which lost popula­ 
tion both through net m igration 
and a drop through natural in­ 
crease were Harrison, Belmont, 
Monroe, Noble, Morgan, Perry, 
Vinton and Meigs. 
Among the counties showing a 
loss in net migration were F ay­ 
ette, down two per cent; Hocking, 
down seven 
percent; 
and 
Van 
Wert, down seven per cent. 
The two sociologists point out 
that several counties had large 
population 
increases 
from 
net 
migration during the decade. 
These counties, close to large 
metropolitan centers, indicate a 
surge of people into the fringe 
areas of majoi cities. 
For example, the increase from 
net migration in Lake, Clermont 
and Geauga counties was 66, 66 
and 53 per cent, respectively. 
Net migration, they said, s one 
m easure of the strength of the 
economic and social resources of 
an 
area. 
A 
county 
seemingly 
holding its own or gaining slowly 
in population actually is losing 
people. Such a loss indicates prob­ 
lems—a shortage of employment 
opportunities or social and cul­ 
tural conditions that are less at­ 
tractive than other areas. 
These would include educational 
facilities, 
health 
services, 
rec­ 
reational areas, 
and other ele­ 
ments for attractive community 
living. 
The surveyors said Ohio’s popu­ 
lation is growing more rapidly 
than it would by natural increase 
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As a formula to parents to building 


better citizens of tomorrow we sug­ 


gest (hat you enroll your sons and 


daughters in 4-H Club work today.

Is “ go o d’* fishing? 
Usu ally , fish m anagement men 
in the Div isio n o f Wildlife can 
p redict when a 
new lake will 
reach its p eak 
in nu mbers o f 
q u ality fish. Ordinarily this co mes 
abo u t the third y ear after the 
lake has been imp o u nded. 
What hap p ens in the lake fro m 
that time o n dep ends u p o n so 
many facto rs that it is p u rely 
co njectu re, the div isio n say s, to 
say the lake will co ntinu e to be 
go o d o r no t. 
Bu t the div isio n has established 
a set o f standards by which it 
can determ ine whether fish are 
desirable o r u ndesirable. The di­ 
v iding line fo llo ws: 
Blu egills and sim ilar ty p e su n­ 
fish, 6 inches; white crap p ies, 8 ; 
black crap p ies, 7 ; bass, 9 ; bu ll­ 
heads, 
8 ; 
channel 
catfish, 
12; 
carp , 12; su ckers, 12; walley es, 
13, and y ello w p erch, 7 . 
In u sing these sizes as m easu r­ 
ing dev ices last y ear, Mark White, 
district fish m anagem ent su p er­ 
v iso r, and his assistant, Geo rge 
Billy , fo u nd so me interesting facts 
in their creel censu s su mmary . 
One o f these sho wed that May 
and Ju ne were the to p fishing 
mo nths. 
So me o ther facts they learned: 
While Bu rr Oak Lake has re­ 
ceiv ed acclaim as an o u tstanding 
bass and blu egill lake, the q u al­ 
ity o f crap p ies there is ev en bet­ 
ter. 
Many sm all fish were cau ght at 
Dillo n Reserv o ir early last y ear 
bu t that by the fall o f 1962 the 
bass fishing was go o d. This lake 
co u ld hit its p eak this y ear. 
Do w Lake co u ld fit well into 
this catego ry also , the div isio n 
men say , esp ecially in bass and 
blu egills. Ho cking Lake has, in

Ohio Fishing 
Formula Set 


r Standard Determines 
lf Lake Is 'Good' 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP)—What 
is “good” fishing? 
Usually, fish management men 
in the Division of Wildlife can 
predict when a new lake will 
reach its peak in numbers of 
quality fish. Ordinarily this comes 
about the third year after the 
lake has been impounded. 
What happens in the lake from 
that time on depends upon so 
many factors that it is purely 
conjecture, the division says, to 
say the lake will continue to be 
good or not. 
But the division bas established 
a set of standards by which it 
can determine whether fish are 
desirable or undesirable. The di­ 
viding line follows: 
Bluegills and similar type sun­ 
fish, ti inches; white crappies, 8; 
black crappies, 7; bass, 9; bull­ 
heads, 8; 
channel catfish, 12; 
carp, 12; suckers, 12; walleyes, 
13, and yellow perch, 7. 
In using these sizes as measur­ 
ing devices last year, Mark White, 
district fish management super­ 
visor, and his assistant, George 
Billy, found some interesting facts 
in their creel census summary. 
One of these showed that May 
and June were the top fishing 
months. 
Some other facts they learned: 
While Burr Oak Lake has re­ 
ceived acclaim as an outstanding 
bass and bluegill lake, the qual­ 
ity of crappies there is even bet­ 
ter. 
Many small fish were caught at 
Dillon Reservoir early last year 
but that by the fall of 1962 the 
bass fishing was good. This lake 
could hit its peak this year. 
Dow Lake could fit well into 
this category also, the division 
men say, especially in bass and 
bluegills. Hocking Lake has, in 
addition to some fine muskies, 
excellent bass fishing and fair 
bluegills. Crappie fishing there is 
rated fair. 
Seneca Lake, which was rated 
an outstanding crappie lake a 
number of years ago, has done an 
about face. While large numbers 
of crappies are taken there each 
year, they run about 
unde­ 
sirable ones for each desirable. 
Bluegill fishing there is rated 
good. Tappan Lake seems fairly 
consistent for all species.

In Capsule To 


Test Oxygen 


DAYTON, Ohio (AP)—One week 
ago three Air force volunteers 
were sealed into a unique, bullet­ 
shaped capsule at nearby Wright- 
Patterson Air Force Base. 
If everything works out, they'll 
be permitted to emerge in one 
to three weeks. 
In the meantime, they are re­ 
breathing the same air over and 
over again, testing an oxygen re­ 
covery system designed for space 
vehicles. 
The three volunteers are Air­ 
man 2. C. Paul H. R ankin, 20, of 
Pittsburgh, Pa.; 
Airman 3. C. 
Carl J. Long, 18, of Horsham. Pa., 
both assigned to the Air Force 
Hospital at the base, and Airman 
2. C. Gilbert Taylor. 29, of Mt. 
Holly, N.J., o r the Air Force R e­ 
cruiting Service Headquarters. 
Taylor, the only married mem­ 
ber of the trio, lives with his wife 
at nearby Fairborn. 
The three entered the capsule 
Feb. 26. The test, conducted by 
the Aerospace Medical R esearch 
Laboratory, is to evaluate an oxy­ 
gen recovery system developed by 
the Boeing Co. of Seattle, Wash., 
for use on long, orbital space 
missions. 
The system provides for taking 
carbon dioxide exhaled by the 
men, putting it through a device 
called a “ sabatier reactor” and an 
electrolytic cell. 
Out comes pure oxygen which 
caa be breathed over again. No 
outside oxygen is to be added dur­ 
ing the test. 
The capsule in which the men 
are contained simulates a space 
vehicle. It is 29 feet long and 7Va 
feet in diameter.

In the meantime, they are re­ 
breathing the same air over and 
over again, testing an oxygen re ­ 
covery system designed for space 
vehicles.

Carl J. Long, 18, of Horsham, Pa., 
both assigned to the Air Force 
Hospital at the base, and Airman

ber of the trio, lives with his wife 
at nearby Fairborn. 
The three entered the capsule 
Feb. 26. The test, conducted by 
the Aerospace Medical Research 
Laboratory, is to evaluate an oxy­ 
gen recovery system developed by 
the Boeing Co. of Seattle, Wash., 
for use on long, orbital space 
missions. 
The system provides for taking 
carbon dioxide exhaled by the 
men, putting it through a device 
called a ‘‘sabatier reactor” and an 
electrolytic cell. 
Out comes pure oxygen whlfch 
carl be breathed over again. No 
outside oxygen is to be added dur­ 
ing the test.. 
The capsule in which the men 
are contained simulates a space 
vehicle. It is 29 feet long and 7V* 
feet in diam eter.

Nasseriies 
Grab Syria 


Goal of Military 
Said Arab Unity 


BEIRUT, Lebanon (AP)—Pro- 
Nasser army officers launched a 
revolution in Syria 
today 
and 
claimed control of the country. 
Western diplomats in Cairo had 
reports from Damascus that no 
resistance to the coup had de­ 
veloped in the capital by mid­ 
morning and street demonstrations 
in support of the army were tak­ 
ing place. 
The 
rebels, 
broadcasting 
on 
Damascus Radio, pledged them­ 
selves to forge Arab unity “in the 
shortest possible time.” They con­ 
demned Syria’s withdrawal with­ 
out saying they wanted to rejoin 
the U.A.R. 
The U.S. Embassy in Cairo re­ 
ported communications from Da­ 
mascus indicated all Americans 
there were safe and were not af­ 
fected by the coup. 
Baghdad Radio said the Syrian 
rebels messaged Iraq that “ we are 
in control” and “there is no need 
for any action on your part.” The 
rebels said their situation was ex­ 
cellent. 
The Turkish foreign 
ministry 
said top leaders of the Syrian gov­ 
ernment, including Premier Khal 
El Azem, had taken refuge in the 
Turkish Embassy in Damascus.

quickly voiced all-out support for

Jobless Rate 
Hike Brings Call 
For Tax Relief 


Unemployment Figures 
Seen Key to Action 
Token in Congress 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Demo­ 
crats called for faster action on 
President Kennedy’s tax cut bill 
and his various economic propos­ 
als today in the wake of a jump in 
the national jobless rate to 6.1 per 
cent. 
The new figure, reflecting Feb­ 
ruary employment figures, was 
announced Thursday by the Labor 
Department. It was the highest 
seasonally adjusted rate in 14 
months and compared with 5.8 per 
cent in January. 
Republicans interpreted the an< 
nouncement as vindication of their 
argument that Kennedy has not 
met the test he set in the 1960 
campaign — to get the country 
moving again. 
A key figure in the fight over 
the tax hill who asked not to be 
identified told a reporter that if 
the unemployment rate 
stayed 
above 6 per cent when the March 
figures are announced in April, 
he was certain that House Ways 
and Means Committee would ap­ 
prove tax reduction. That group 
now is in the midst of lengthy 
public hearings on the bill. 
House Speaker John W. McCor­ 
mack, D-Mas«s., said the increased 
unemployment rate “clearly dem­ 
onstrates the necessity in the Con­ 
gress to act promptly on the Pres­ 
ident’s recommendations for leg­ 
islation to strengthen our econ­ 
omy and provide more jobs.” 
Sen. Paul H. Douglas, D ill., a 
member of the tax-writing Fi­ 
nance Committee, said “we need 
to increase demand and conse­ 
quently production and employ­ 
ment by a tax cut and we need 
some additional public works in 
areas of high unemployment.” 
Democrats said the jobs decline 
also should build support in Con­ 
gress for quick passage of the 
$500 million in emergency public 
works funds still not voted out of 
$900 million authorized last year.

admin­ 
istration sources predicted today 
that if Congress trims President 
Kennedy’s tax cut proposal and 
rejects most of his reforms, Ken­ 
nedy will come back with a 1964 
tax bill stressing reforms.

WASHINGTON (AP) — Rep. 
George Mahon’s plea that public 
officials keep quiet about Ameri­ 
can intelligence activities was wel­ 
come news to President Kennedy, 
and many members of Congress 
agreed “silence is golden.” 
The President, it was learned

when aides 
showed him

wire accounts of the Texas Demo­ 
crat’s speech Thursday on the 
House floor. There was good rea­ 
son to believe Kennedy began 
making plans to grab the ball Ma­ 
hon tossed into the air. 
White House sources said, how 
ever, that the congressman acted 
on his own initiative, that Ken­ 
nedy had no foreknowledge of the 
blistering attack on loose talk. 
Mahon, chairman of the House 
Defense Appropriations subcom­ 
mittee, said “officials in Moscow, 
Peking and Havana must applaud 
our stupidity in announcing pub­ 


licly facts which they would glad­ 
ly spend huge sums of money en­ 
deavoring to obtain.” 
He gave no specific examples 
and said the executive branch and 
the legislative, Republicans and 
Democrats alike, “must share the 
blame” for “making us the laugh­ 
ing stock of the world.” 
There was an imediate chorus 
of amens on Capitol Hill. 
At the same time, Rep. Bob 
Wilson, 
R-Calif., 
said 
he 
had 
called on Secretary of Defense 
Robert S. McNamara to tell the 
American people whether Soviet 
ships recently reported en route 
to Cuba to remove Soviet troops 
actually were carrying missiles to 
the island. 
In expressing agreement with 
Mahon, Senate Democratic Lead­ 
er Mike Mansfield of Montana 
said: “I feel that there’s too much 
intelligence given out.” And Sen. 
Henry M. Jackson, D-Wash., told 


a reporter: “All should heed the 
admonition that silence is the gold 
en rule of intelligence.” 
On the House side, Mahon’s as­ 
sertion that “the present situa­ 
tion is outrageous and intolerable” 
brought a bipartisan plea to *ry 
to stop the tongue-wagging as far 
as Congress is concerned. 
“I hope that during these con­ 
fused times members of Congress 
will be particularly careful about 
what they say,” said Rep. Frances 
In his speech, Mahon called on 
Kennedy, Vice President Lyndon 
B. Johnson and House Speaker 
John 
McCormack, 
D-Mass., 
to 
“coordinate a course of action for 
the purpose of halting the rapid 
erosion of our national intellgence 
effort.” 
“Today’s headlines may cost 
the lives of the human sources of 
inform amidon,” Mahon said. “The 
enemy can find our intelligence 
sources much more easily when 


he knows what we have found out. 
This knowledge helps to pinpoint 
the location of intelligence activi­ 
ties, and once knowing the loca­ 
tion, the discovery of the means 
is much easier and intelligence 
sources dry up.r 
Various administration officials 
have repeatedly 
expressed 
the 
view that, because this is a de­ 
mocracy where government se­ 
crets are suspect, there Is a ten­ 
dency to make public too much 
information that could be helpful 
to a potential enemy. 
Any curbing of public discussion 
of 
intelligence 
activities 
might 
serve to quiet the continuing con­ 
troversy about the effectiveness of 
intelligence operations Involving 
Soviet moves in Cuba. 
In addition, the administration 
might use Mahon’s speech as a 
new lever to employ in discourag­ 
ing government employes from 
giving certain kinds of informs - 
lion to newsmen.

After Age 30 


CHICAGO (AP)—Mr. Average 
Male, just past his 32nd birthday, 
sits down at the breakfast table 
with his wife as usual. She casual­ 
ly asks if he would like sliced 
bananas on his cereal. He con 
tinues reading his newspaper in 
silence. 
“What’s the matter with you? 
she cries in exasperation. “Why 
don’t you answer me?” 
“Well, why don’t you speak up?” 
he retorts, not aware yet that peo­ 
ple, especially females with high 
pitched voices, will have to talk 
a little louder from now on for 
him to hear them as well.

threw strongman Abdel Karim 
Kassem in Baghdad Feb. 8. 
There was no quick way of tel­ 
ling whether the rebels were win­ 
ning or losing inside Syria. They 
held Damascus and Aleppo radios 
and broadcast their communiques. 
Bult land, sea and air communica­ 
tions and telephone lines with Sy­ 
ria were shut off, and Damascus 
Radio ordered a curfew until 
further notice. 
One 
communique 
broadcast 
from Damascus ordered all min 
Cary commanders “ not to carry 
out any order unless issued by the 
National Council of the Revolu 
tionary Comand.” It threatened 
to deal severely with violations. 
At 10:30 a.m., Damascus radio 
went oU the air, indicating either 
a mechanical breakdown a or a 
struggle for the upper hand in 
Damascus. 
Before the shutdown, numerous 
cables from Syrian officers an 
Hounding support ct the revolt 
were broadcast. There were no 
such messages from many of the 
country’s strongest military gar­ 
risons—in Aleppo, Horas or Ka 
tans. Ka tans, probably the Syrian 
army’s major base, is located 
near the Israeli border. 
The rebels’ early broadcasts 
gave the name of only one of their 
leaders, Col. Abdullah Jabrini, 
who was named acting command­ 
er of internal security forces, per­ 
haps the key job in the country. 
Jabrini is known as a Nasser 
supporter. He was associated with 
Lt. CoL Abdul Hamid Serraj, 
feared chief of Syrian intelligence 
before the 1958 union with Egypt 
and later Nasser’s proconsul in 
Damascus. 
The rebels gave the usual pledge 
to respect all of Syria’s interna 
tional agreements and to support 
the United Nations charter. They 
also espoused a policy of “positive 
neutrality.” 
The revolution’s first commni 
que called the September, 1961, 
coup that broke Syria away from 
the U.A.R. a “ separatist disaster.' ’ 
But there was no assurance that 
the rebel leaders aim for another 
complete union with Egypt. There 
were strong signs that the coup 
was

by

“ Baath” Socialist party, which 
masterminded the upheaval in 
Baghdad last month. The party 
believes in strong ties but not 
necessarily

A few 
hours later official sources in Da­ 
mascus labeled the report sheer 
fabrication.

The Damascenes 
have lived with the feeling for 
generations and they are fatalistic 
about it. 
Syria has exploded many times,

Un­ 
fortunately for Syria, her geogra 
phy is far too important for her 
to be left alone in peace. 
Syria, the ancient land of the 
Pboenecians, lies at the eastern 
end of the Mediterranean with an 
important, bustling port at Lata- 
kia Across tho country run 430 
miles of pipeline of the Iraq Petro­ 
leum Company, feeding vital fuel 
to Europe’s industry. Syria occu 
pies the western part of the Arab 
East’s fertile crescent, and great­ 
er Syria has been a dream of 
many nationalists. 
The clash between the modern 
West and the ancient East la evi 
dent on all sides. Swank Arabs 
finger their ever-present beads 
but look as Western as Chicago­ 
ans. In restaurants and cabarets 
they mingle with dark-skinned 
bearded sheiks m robes and head 
dress from the provinces or other 
parts of the Arab East 
Syria is a land of contradic­ 
tions, rich in the history of Islam 
and Christianity but splattered 
with the blood of the eternal clash 
between East and West. 
Syria’s wounds are deep and old. 
Once she was a proud nation 
dominating a vast area. But she 
has a history of indignities, ot 
colonialism, of big power politics. 
Hatred rages in the Arab breast 
for neighboring Israel, which the 
Arabs consider an expression of 
western imperialism. 
Syria’s history is one of inva­ 
sions: By the Egyptians, the Assy­ 
rians, the Macedonians, the Per 
alans, the Mongols, and finally 
the Turks of the Ottoman Empire 
who ruled the country harshly for 
400 years. After World War I the 
French came to the Levant with 
a League of Nations mandate. 
The Syrians were restless ana 
resentful under (he French ana 
there were many disturbances. By 
the end of World War II, the 
French could hold out no longer 
and Syria won her independence 
in 1946. 
The only semblance of unity 
Syria achieved in modem times 
with other Arabs was her brief 
stay in President Gamal Abdel 
Nasser’s United Arab 
Republic 
from March 1958, until September 
1961. 
It took a deep crisis to bring 
that about. In 1957 the Russians 
moved in on Syria with a bang 
They signed a technical and eco­ 
nomic agreement and began pro 
viding the Syrian with arms, 
leftist regime was in control anc. 
the Communists had a held day 
The 1957 crisis arose over ten 
sions with neighboring Turkey 
possibly generated by the Russians 
as a means of lending a helping 
hand to (he Communists in Syria 
Damascus began to look like a 
wartime capital. Syrians now wor 
ried about two potential enemies 
one in the north—Turkey—a nd the 
most feared foe of all—Israel—to 
the south. 
The situation was ready made 
for the Russians, and they leaper 
into it eagerly. But there seemer 
the Communists were getting en 
tirely too powerful. This apparent 
willingness of Syrian leaders to 
let their country be absorbed into 
Nasser’s U.A.R. 
Syria would have been unhappy 
under the Communists. But she 
was unhappy under toe Egyptians 
too. Nasser’s forces moved in 
quickly, abolished Syrian political 
parties and instituted what seemed 
a dictatorial ride of Egyptians 
over Syrians.

Growers who participate in the 
1963 feed grain program will have 
four d e f i n i t e advantages over 
growers who elect not to partici­ 
pate, according to Galen D. Mow- 
ery. chairman of the Pickaway 
Agricultural Stabilization and Con­ 
servation County Committee. 
He described the advantages as: 
1. Price Support will be avail­ 
able for the participating grower’s 
1963 production of com, grain so t 
ghum and barley. 
2. A substantial income from the 
acres diverted is assured regard 
less of drought, flood, insects, hail 
or crop disease. 
3. The price - support payment 
on the established yield of th e 
planted acreage is assured. 
4. An advance payment of part 
of the diversion payment, at the 
participant’s 
request, 
will 
be 
made at the time of signing up or 
as soon as possible after that time. 
A grower participating in th e 
feed grain program, the chairman 
explained, reduces his acreage of 
com, grain sorghum and barley 
by at I e a s t 20 per cent of h is 
farm’s feed grain base acreage, 
and devotes this diverted acreage 
to a conserving use. 
The first step necessary to take 
part in the program, Mowery said, 
is signing an intention-to-partici- 
pate form at the ASCS County of­ 
fice. The signup period extends 
through Mar. 22, 1963.

One of the least secure men in the world 
just now would seem to be Fyodor S. Ko­ 
lomiyets. Comrade Kolomiyets has j u s t 
been appointed to manage the Soviet gov­ 
ernment’s virgin lands project. 
His immediate predecessor, Tikhon I. 
Sokolov, was read out of the party for his 
failures. He was accused of serious errors 
in management 
of the virgin 
l a n d s , 
engaging in mere window-dressing, and 
failing to inspect the region. 
Sokolov’s predecessor was Nikolai I. 
Belyayev who after two years of trying 
to cope with the virgin lands, suddenly 
vanished from the Russian political scene.

idea. 
Anyone who thinks other countries have 
farm problems just hasn't been keeping 
up with the dispatches from the workers’ 
paradise.

The Houston city council agreed to per­ 
mit wrestling matches in the municipal 
Music Hall on 20 Friday nights this year.

NEW YORK (AP)—The public 
interest as foe government’s chief 
yardstick for judging mergers is 
given added emphasis today. This 
comes as the yen for corporate 
marriages grows—and as fears 
about foe trend increase in Con­ 
gress where the motives are sus­ 
pect as against the public interest. 
And in labor circles mergers often 
seem synonymous with loss of 
jobs. 
The newest federal guidelines 
are proposed for foe railroads and 
foe airlines. These are under con­ 
siderably more regulation than 
are industrial corporations. 
But foe federal government has 
been taking keen interest in indus­ 
trial and banking mergers. In 
some cases it has gone to court 
lo try to prevent them. In others 
it has sued under the antitrust 
laws to dissolve them. The chief 
government argument has been 
that the merger tended to create a 


monopoly or that it hurt the public 
interest in other ways. 
That somewhat vaguely defined 
thing, foe public interest, also .s 
advanced 
as 
the 
government’s 
guidelines for wage or price in­ 
creases.

In the case of foe rails and air­ 
lines, 
a presidential committee 
sets as foe prime guide—a merger 
is okay if foe public benefits 
through lower fares or freight 
rates or through better service. 
Hie committee rejects the pleas 
generally put forth by the com­ 
panies seeking to merge such as 
avoiding bankruptcy, cutting du­ 
plicated costs or service, strength­ 
ening their financial structure in 
general. 
Business mergers last year set 
a record of 1,260, foe Federal 
Trade Commission reports. In 1961 
there were 1,234, a gain of 22 per 
cent over the 1,012 in 1960. 
The reasons given for merging 
were to add to total capacity or to 
capacity in specific areas, to di­ 
versify products, to gain a source 
of supply, to move into a new con­ 
sumer market, to get a tax loss to 
offset the big earnings of the 
healthier partner, to acquire man­ 
agement whizzes or engineers, or 
to survive. 
By growing larger In this fash­ 
ion, companies also can get more 
bank credit, afford expensive au­ 
tomation, and cut costs b e t t e r 
than can smaller firms. 
Since World War II foe merger 
movement has been guided large­ 
ly by corporate management rath­ 
er than bankers. The motives 
have been diversification, ending 
cut-throat 
competition, 
growing 
big enough to afford the high cost 
of doing business these days. 
Hie present administration is 
bringing forth a different ques­ 
tion: How does the public fare 
when 
companies 
marry? 
Just 
what constitutes foe public inter­ 
est will be debated more and 
more in business and government 
circles.

Unfortunately, one of the prob­ 
lems of modern medical practice 
is a lack of time. The old-fashioned 
doctor gave his p a t i e n t s lots 
of time, but little science; foe mo­ 
dern doctor gives a great deal of 
science, but little time. 
It must be remembered that foe 
average doctor’s t i m e 
devoted 
to patients is much shorter than it 
used to be. 
He s p e n d s 
much 
more time at hospitals and clinics 
to learning, in teaching, in attend­ 
ing and giving lectures. He must 
do more reading than ever to keep 
up with advances in medical sec- 
ence. 
An average doctor today may 
of necessity spend less than one- 
fourth of his entire day with pa­ 
tients. A generation ago he pro­ 
bably spent anywhere from two- 
thirds to three-fourths of his day 
with patients and even then might 
have had some spare time cm his 
hands. 
The modern doctor has consid­ 
erably more paper work than ever. 
He must fill out an u n e n d i n g 
flood of forms, for insurance, for 
compensation, 
for 
employment, 
for 
hospitalization 
records. 
He 
has many more instruments to 
maintain. Also the doctor is vir­ 
tually compelled to devote more 
time to efficient office manage­ 
ment and businesslike bill collect­ 
ing, thus cutting toto his day. 
I am not making these points to 
condone the conduct of any doctor 
who refuses to give his patients 
adequate time. Actually, anyone 
who feels he is not getting enough 
attention from his doctor should 
switch to another doctor. 
I am often asked because of my 
position how to p i c k a good doc­ 
tor. I wish I knew how to answer 
precisely. 
How can I tell lay people what 
constitutes a good doctor when we 
who have been in p r a c t i c e so 
many years and have had medical 
training of the highest order can­ 
not agree among ourselves as to 
what 
constitutes 
a 
“good” or 
“poor” doctor’ As for myself, I 
feel a good doctor, fundamentally, 
is one who is h o n e s t with you 
but will always keep your health 
interests uppermost in mind 
I believe the best thing you can 
do is to pick a doctor with whom 
you feel happy. You must 
like 
him, trust him, respect him, and 
have confidence in him 
However, do not make foe mis­ 
take of “shopping” around for a 
doctor just because you want one 


who will offer you the land of ad­ 
vice you like to hear. Whenever 
you get advice from your doctor, 
accept it even if it is unpleasant. 
But if it does happen to 
be the 
sort of counsel that causes you to 
have some doubt, don’t quarrel 
with your doctor. It won’t help 
you. 
The best advice if you have some 
doubts about a n y t h i n g at all 
with regard to your doctor’s dia­ 
gnosis or prescription, is to tell 
him you would like to have another 
opinion, that you would like to see 
a specialist. Most doctors are only 
too happy to hear such a request. 
A confirmation will give you add­ 
ed assurance and may be good 
for you. On the other hand, even 
if the specialist disagrees 
with 
your doctor, don’t think your doc 
tor was giving you a run-around 
Remember, only you can benefit 
from a disagreement. 
You 
cer 
tainly would not expect that a doc­ 
tor willing to give you a run-around 
to also be w i l l i n g to s e n d 
you to a specialist, thereby risk­ 
ing disagreement.

People in South Florida, visitors 
and all - year - rounders alike, tend 
to be patriotic in an old-fashioned 
and uncomplicated way. They turn 
out to hear General Walker, not 
because they know or even care 
about his claims that he was rail­ 
roaded by the Department of Jus­ 
tice to Mississippi, but because he 
contributes a sense of urgency 
about Communism. They listen 
with manifest approval at the loc­ 
al Chamber of Commerce break­ 
fast when a professional news an­ 
alyst wonders sarcastically what 
the Administration in Washington 
would have done if H i 11 e r 
had 
sent 17,000 Nazis to Cuba to 1938. 
They are not satisfied at all that 
Washington knows what may be 
popping tomorrow in Haiti or in 
Northeastern Brazil. 
Possibly South Florida is no dif­ 
ferent from the rest of the coun­ 
try in its dissatisfactions with our 
present position in foe world. But 
there are things here which bring 
the grumbling 
quickly 
to 
the 
surface. There are, first of all, the 
Cubans — a hundred thousand or 
more p a c k e d into the relative­ 
ly small area of Greater Miami 
and Dade County. 
The Cubans chatter on t h e 


streets. Miami people seem to ba 
of two minds about them. The Mi­ 
amians wish the anti-Castro Cub­ 
ans well, but there is foe fear, ex­ 
pressed often, that a hundred thou­ 
sand refugees must end by taking 
a h u n d r e d thousand jobs away 
from good Americans. It is a silly 
fear in part, for the hundred thous­ 
and Cubans include a lot of wom­ 
en, children and 
old people who 
put no pressure on the job market. 
And, just to show how mixed up 
the situation is, you will find soma 
Miami citizens expressing g r e a t 
pleasure with Cuban job-holders. 
The truth is that many of them 
are providing services that Amer­ 
icans, with their unemployment in­ 
surance and social security, havo 
come to think are beneath them. 
You can get your shoes shined 
easily to Miami. You can get wait­ 
ed on in the stores, with your pur­ 
chases put carefully into bags as 
in y e a r s gone by. The anti-Cas- 
tro Cubans, who will take almost 
any job to get off the meager re­ 
lief provided for them, are doing 
work in Miami that hasn’t been 
done in years. 
So the Cuban refugees are wel­ 
comed as well as resented. And if, 
to the end, they serve as a goad to 
the Administration to get Fidel 
Castro and his gang out of there 
and send the 
Russians packing 
from this hemisphere, the patriots 
of South Florida will think the big­ 
gest job of the refugees has been 
well done.

Lives On in 
Home Town 


GORI, Georgia, U.S.S.R. (AP) 
—Denounced and denigrated all 
over the 
Soviet Union, 
Joseph 
Stalin lives on in the hearts of his 
fellow Georgians. 
“ He may have been a rascal,” 
said one 
dark-eyed, 
m ustached 
native, “ but he was our rascal.” 
Here in his dusty, somewhat 
down-at-the-heel home town, the 
two-room cabin where Stalin was 
born is preserved as a shrine. 
Big and shining, the Stalin Mu 
seum attracts hundreds of visitors, 
mostly Georgians, every month. 
The 65-mile road from Gori to

(Tbilisi),

AS WE continue our study of 
Mark’s narrative, we find our­ 
selves journeying with Christ 
to a part of Palestine east, of 
the Jordan, known as Peraea. 
It was there that the legal- 
minded Pharisees, to test Him, 
asked Christ whether or not di­ 
vorce was legal. Jesus replied 
that whatever legal sanction 
was given this by Moses, such 
provision was only because of 
tho hardness of their hearts, for 
"from tho beginning of crea­ 
tion,’* God designed that a man 
and woman should leave all 
their former ties, if necessary, 
to cleave to one another in mar­ 
riage, a holy unity. Divorce, He 
tells His disciples, constitutes 
adultery, except when the part­ 
ner has already committed adul­ 
tery (see Matthew 19:9). 
In this matter and in the one 
following, concerning children, 


better Christian; furthermore, 
Jesus loved him. 
Yet one thing stood between 
him and full surrender to God 
—his wealth. This is one of the 
saddest incidents in the Bible, 
for it is evident that even with 
all this promise, the young man 
could not force himself to do 
what Christ asked of him.

Up in Cuba 


GOLDEN TEXT 
"The Son of man also came not to be served but to serve, 
and to give His life as a ransom for many.”—Mark 10:45. 


Christ is dealing with human, 
everyday problems; Christianity 
is more than theological philos­ 
ophy, it is practical behavior. 
The preciousness of a child is 
nowhere pointed up more dra­ 
matically than in Mark 10:13-16. 
Our great responsibility as par­ 
ents, to preserve and strengthen 
the purity, faith and lovingness 
of a child, is made clear; 'Tor to 
such belongs the kingdom of 
God.” An adult must welcome 
God as a child would, without 
reservation. 
Only once in the Bible does 
Christ tell someone to sell every­ 
thing he has and give it to the 
poor. That occurs in the inci­ 
dent of the rich young man, de­ 
scribed by Mark (10:17-31), 
Matthew (19:16-30) and Luke 
<18:18-30). This young man 
seemed to have all the require­ 
ments for a fine Christian. He 
apparently lived an exemplary 
moral life, and was deeply con 
cerned about becoming an even 


mention of crucifixion aa tbs 
means of His death. Christ knew 
there was no way to redeem 
men from their sins but through 
His suffering and death. 
In the midst of this predic­ 
tion of Christ’s incalculable self- 
giving service to man, two of 
those closest to Him—James 
and John—intrude a note of 
complete antithesis—the height 
of selfish vanity. They ask to be 
given the greatest places of 
honor in Christ's gloiy. 
Christ tries patiently to let 
them know that such honor 
does not come except through 
the kind of baptism (death) He 
is about to undergo—that the 
greatest sacrifice brings the 
greatest glory. Later these two 
did indeed drink the cup they 
offered to drink—James was 
killed with Herod’s sword and 
John was deported to the crim­ 
inal settlement on Patmos for 
a long life of suffering.

WASHINGTON (A P)-Secretary 
of state Dean Rusk said t h e r e 
is growing discontent in Cuba and 
several hundred thousand Cubans 
have indicated they want to f l e e 
Prime Minister Fidel Castro’s re­ 
gime. 
‘The 
economic 
situation 
is 
grim,” Rusk said. ‘‘There is evi­ 
dence of great and growing dis­ 
content on that island. 
‘‘The fact that a couple of hun­ 
dreds of thousands of Cubans have 
given up alf their material posses­ 
sions and left Cuba to seek free­ 
dom abroad since the beginning of 
this present regime would indicate 
that Cuba is not a satisfactory 
pface in which to live now. 
‘‘Our information is that several 
hundred thousands of t h e s • Cu­ 
bans have indicated their desire 
to leave the country if possible.” 
Rusk spoke in a recorded radio 
interview for an AFL-CIO pro­ 
gram. 
"There is no question whatever 
in my mind that the Cuban people 
will again be free,’ he said. "But 
we cannot be precise today about 
just how and when this will come 
about.’ 
Rusk said there is no way to 
measure Cuban public sentiment 
with complete accuracy because 
the Cubans have had no election 
since Castro took over more than 
four years ago. 
"The (Castro) regime has mis­ 
managed their agricultural prac­ 
tices to that from a relatively 
prosperous economy, one of the 
most prosperous economies in the 
hemisphere, Cuba’s has dropped to 
a typical satellite economy of the 
sort that we have seen in East 
Germany, North Viet Nam and 
other places,” Rusk said.

relax. Seven, eight, nine — sleep 
now sleep, you are sleeping,” the 
reorders droned i n t o the boys 
ears. 
After a few minutes the boys 
began crossing their arms on the 
desks, towering their heads and 
sinking into sound sleep. 
Then came the recorded lesson. 
When it was over there was an- 
otrer Bellini message: "Wake up 
now, boys, wake up.” 
The boys yawned, stretched and 
straightened up.

The experimenters reported that 
each boy called on, bright and 
slow students alike, recited the 
poem without missing a word and 
explained in detail the meaning of 
the poetry.

Labor vs. Management 
Compulsory Arbitration 
Seen Possible in Future

growing labor - management trou­ 
ble looms ahead and raises the 
issue of possible future compul­ 
sory arbitration.

WASHINGTON (AP)—Although 
the odds are against any early 
government crackdown on labor 
strife, another serious outbreak of 
"national 
emergency” 
strikes 
might induce Congress to act. 
Maybe not in 1963, perhaps in 
1964. 
President Kennedy wants new 
powers to deal 
with 
economy- 
crippling shutdowns. But he feels 
this is not the year to open t h e 
Pandora’s box 
called the Taft- 
Hartley Act. 
His secretary 
of labor is 
not 
sure the lid will stay on. Patient, 
tolerant W. Willard Wirtz has told 
unions and bosses that they are 
underestimating the public’s grow 
ing distaste for industrial "brink 
manhip.” 
"A decision has been made, 
Wirtz said. 
“That decision 
is 
that if collective bargaining can’t 
produce peaceable settlemtnts of 
these controversies, the 
public 
will.” 
When Congress convened a good 
many members reacted in alarm 
to the paralysis of East and Gulf 
Coast 
shipping, 
the New York 
newspaper blackout, the current 
threat to aerospace production, 
and 1962's 
railroad, airline and 
construction shutdowns. 
They saw the industrial unions 
led by Walter Reuther gearing up 
a militant, multimillion-dollar or­ 
ganizing drive, and heard Team­ 
sters President James R. Hoffa 
beating the drums for a giant alli­ 
ance of transportation unions. 
Influential 
Congress 
members 
rushed to introduce a half-dozen 


drastic measures—compulsory ar­ 
bitration, antitrust sanctions, the 
break-up of national unions even 
partial seizure of essential indus­ 
tries by the government. 
Kennedy did not mention labor 
legislation in any of his messages 
to Congress. The President hopes 
say his aides, to avoid any erup­ 
tion of labor controversy in Con­ 
gress that would district attention 
from his No. I goal, tax reduction. 
Congress 
apparently 
will 
be 
happy to leave the labor bills in 
cold storage. 
One congressional staff aide ex­ 
plained: "Labor bills are just un­ 
popular. Whichever way 
a con­ 
gressman votes, he makes a lot 
of people mad at him.” 
Moreover, Congress has learned 
from experience that when the 
Taft-Hartley Act is opened up for 
amendment, labor and industry 
lobbies crowd into the act—until 
timely, responsible legislation be­ 
comes a near impossibility. 
The lineup of potential disputes 
is not as bad in 1963 as it might 
be next year. 
In 1964 wage contracts expire 
in many of the biggest, hardest- 
bargaining 
industries—steel, au­ 
tos, 
oil, 
meatpacking, 
aircraft, 
ordinance, 
maritime, telephones, 
and most of the Teamsters’ big­ 
gest trucking agreements. 


A prolonged strike in any one 
could imperil 
the 
national 
de­ 
fense, economic stability, or pub­ 
lic health. Shutdowns in batches 
would almost surely force Ken­ 
nedy to call on Congress for re­ 
strictive legislation. 
Some 
of the ugliest disputes 
since World War 
II have been 
settled by the simple threat of 
congressional action. 
What might be the shape of the 
new legislation if Kennedy finally 
is forced to use this 
ultimate 
weapon, or if an impatient Con­ 
gress takes matters into its own 
hands? 
Kennedy’s 
ideas 
are 
well 
known. 
The 
Taft - Hartley 
lew 
gives him only the power to set 
up a fact-finding board to con­ 
sider whether a national emer­ 
gency exists; then he may seek 
a court order to enforce an 89-day 
cooling-off period. At its expira­ 
tion, the strike can be resumed. 
The President has suggested tho 
need for a bigger selection 
of 
weapons. 
Most frequently mentioned la 
the one fact-finding boards with 
power to recommend actual terms 
of settlement, thus bringing pub­ 
lic opinion to bear on the contend­ 
ing parties. The President’s labor- 
management advisory committee 
backs this idea.

Army Extends 
School Aid to 
Male Nurses 


The U. 
S. Army recently an­ 
nounced that selected male stu­ 
dents in approved schools of nurs­ 
ing will be given financial assist­ 
ance as part of an expansion of the 
Army Student Nurse Program. 
M-Sgt. Stanley Nelson, local re­ 
cruiting officer, said the r i s i n g 
cost of nursing education and th e 
need for more Army nurses 
are 
reasons for opening the student 
nurse program to males. 
Under the four-year college pro­ 
gram, selected students of proven 
ability enlist in the Army Reserve 
and receive the cost of tuition and 
books in addition to military pay. 
T h e y are subsequently commiss­ 
ioned as second lieutenants in the 
Army Nurse Corps Reserve. The 
l e n g t h of their obligated serv­ 
ice as Army nurses is dependent 
on the length of 11 rn e they spend 
in the Student Nurse Program. 
Students in three-year schools of 
nursing a r e commissioned after 
they graduate and are licensed by 
the state in which t h e y received 
their professional training. Stu­ 
dents at these schools may receive 
one year of financial assistance 
and incur a two-year active serv­ 
ice obligation. 
Students in four - year College 
Programs which offer bachelor’s 
degrees in nursing are commiss­ 
ioned six months before they are 
due to graduate. They may receive 
two y e a r s 
of financial assist­ 
ance as students and incur a three- 
year service obligation, or accept 
aid for one year and serve on act­ 
ive duty for two years. 
At p r e s e n t, the approximate 
strength of the Army Nurse Corps 
is 2,800 female 
nurses and 275 
males. 
Additional information on th e 
Army Student Nurse Program is 
available from l o c a l recruiting 
stations and from the Army Nurse 
Corps Counselors 
who regularly 
visit s c h o o I s of nursing. In this 
area contact M-Sgt. Nelson.

The quintet and an adult felon 
called Jim are appearing at meet­ 
ings of parents and teen-agers as 
volunteers 
in 
an 
experimental 
crime prevention program, “Op­ 
eration Teen-ager.* 
It was the idea of Supt. Walter 
Matthews of the Georgia Industri­ 
al Institute for Boys, where this 
state sends juveniles who run 
afoul of felony laws. Matthews 
started the project “in file hope 
that it will prevent others from 
following in the footseps of young 
criminals.* 
Toying with his yo-yo, Pat said 
he had never taken so much as 
a piece of candy until he started 
running around with older boys. 
His first theft wa* a yo-yo, a toy 
on a string, 
“The funny part of it,** Pat 
said, “is that I had three yo-yos 
at home. I had plenty of every­ 
thing at home.** 
The first petty theft led to an­ 
other, then another. Arrests fol­ 
lowed and he was placed on pro­ 
bation three times. Then came the 
string of 30 burglaries and prison 
sentences totaling 14 years. 
“I bought a yo-yo like this for 
14 years of my life,** Pat told his 
listeners.
